"This wild-cat brewery 
may be successful because manufac- 
turers of malt and wort, some of them 
at least, arc selling in quantities to 
men who want to run a-wild-cat brew- 
cry. This wort enables a. man who 
wants to run a small saloon m an 


- alley to manufacture his own beer in 
- a basement. 
He does not have to 


make mash. 


"There is no law against the sale 


of malt or wort; because there is noth- 
ing intoxicating about wort. It works 
out like tins. 
The beverage is not 


ready and just before it commences to 
ferment the wort, a perfectly innocent 
liquid is added, the fermentation goes 
on in the basement and the saloon- 
keeper has got his beer." 


Difficulty of handling the wort sit- 


uation is added to by the fact that 
wort is also sold for bakeries, home 
cooking, and many domestic uses. 


Andrews said he intended to call 


a conference of manufacturers of malt 
sirup and wort to meet him and bring 
about an arrangement by which they 
•will quit selling in quantities sufficient 
to indicate that it is going to supply 
a saloon or be used in that way. 


"There is no law authorizing us to 


shut off the sale of malt and wort: 
except in conspiracy." Andrews .said. 
"Section 18 of the Volstead Act says 
that a man may not sell any substance 
to be used in the manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquor—any substance.

EXIT JAMES FORD RHODES 
I have been rather astonished at 


.he very small amount of I attention 
that was paid to tho death recently of 
James Ford Rhodes, author of per- 
iiaps the greatest history of the Civil 
war ever written. So far as I know, 
the newspapers did not even 
carry 


:he story: at least if they did. it was 
done so inconspicously that it might 
almost as well have been , omitted. 
Although it was an item that would 
have interested me greatly, I did not 
learn, of Rhodes' death until I saw 
it mentioned some weeks later in a 
magazine. 


And this is in a way rather dis- 


couraging as a reflection of public 
interest in such things. For obviously 
it shows that the masses of people 
dbri't care a'whoop about a man, like 
James Ford Rho'cies or about" the liter- 
ary monument he 
has left 
behind 


him. If the million cared about them, 
such a death would have been played 
up in the newspapers 
under large 


heads. 


Rhode was in his way first class. In 


the field oC American history he was 
as genuinely first class as a man who 
hau become president is assumed to 
be first class in the field of politics. 
But imagine even a fifth class polit- 
ician dying; it would be absolutely 
impossible to ignore the vent. Mil- 
lions would be interested in it. Or im- 
gaine a multimillionaire dying. Again 
millions would be interested in it any 
would ask for all the details. 


But a historian dies, a historian 


moreover whose achevement 
repre* 


sents much more labor and greater 
mental capacity than is represented 
by many a great fortune or many a 
political career, and even a person 
who is naturally interested in such 
things has to learn about it from an 
obscure magazine.

But he deliberately abandoned lii: 


profession to be able to devote his 
time to the writing of history. It is 
not often that .Midi an experiment i 
successful, but it was conspicuous^ 
successful in this case. Rhodes hac 


made money enough in the banking 
msiness so that he 
could 
indulge 


himself in his passion for historical 
nvestigation. He spent h.s money 
'reely and he devoted many years of 
lis time to the researches that we. a 
required to collect the (^material for 
ils history of the Civil war. 


And that history, in six large vol- 


umes, stands almost alone. Authori- 
ties on history have- told 
me that 


;here is nothing- else for that particu- 
ar period that, in their opinion, can 
compare with it, and they frequent y 
express the wish that there were sim- 
lar histories for the other periods in 
American history. But^ while every 
?eriod of this country's history has 
i>een covered by able scholars, 
the 


opinion is often expressed that as yet 
no James Ford Rhodes has come'for- 
ward to do for the 
others 
periods 


what he did for the Cicil war. 


Rhodes' history is a work on the 


scale. It does not begin with the open- 
ing of the war but with" thte scenes 
that led up to the conflict for a gen- 
eration before the election of Lin- 
coln. Neither does he close with the 
battle of Appomattox but he carried 
on the story for another generation, 
showing what flowed from the big con- 
flict between the states. 


The astonishing fact about Rhodes' 


history is its 
high 
literary 
level. 


This might have been expected from 
a professional writer of history, but 
it is surprising in a man who made 
no claim literary distinction. lie was 
not primarily interested in history as 
literature. Words and sentences were 
merely a means of expression to him; 
the history was the thing. But al- 
most unconsciously he expressed him- 
self in a way that gave distinction 
to his history.

Single persons whose net income

Everybody whose gross income was 


more than 55000. 


Net income, on which tho tax 
is 


assessed is gross income less certain 
specifle ddeductions for business ex- 
penses, losses, bad debts,

tions, etc. 


The tax is 1>~ per cent normal tax 


orf tho first $4000 in excess of exemp- 
tions and credits, 3 per cent normal 
tax on the next $4000 and 5 per cent 
normal tax on the balance of net in- 
come. Surtax is imposed on net in- 
come'in excess of $10,000. The tax is 
payable in full March 15, or in quar- 
terly installments beginning on or be- 
fore that date.

Personal exemptions allowed are 


$1500 for single persons and $3500 for 
married persons living together, and 
heads o£ families. 


An additional credit of $400 is al-

years or is incapable of self-support. 
These credits do not apply to wives 
or husbands. 


If a couple is married during 1926,

In determination of net income, one 


is allowed certain deductions from

These expenses, which figure im- 


portantly in many returns, must re- 
late io a business, trade, professional 
or vocation in which the taxpayer has 
invested time or money for the pur- 
pose of livelihood or profit. Farmers, 
businessmen, manufacturers and pro- 
fessional men are the principal class- 
es affected. 


All claims for losses must conform 


strictly with the statutes governing 
them. Full information should be at- 
tached to the return -when any doubt 
exists. Loss claims are allowed on 
losses incurred in transactions entered 
into for profit, or if incurred in the 
taxpayer's trade or business or if 
inflicted from 
"fires, storms, ship-

My rendezvous is with—-Benito XIus- 


solini, the most spectacular figure in 
modern history! 


With the quick 
movement which 


characterizes him, Italy's 
• Fascist 


Premier springs up. grasps a photo- 
graph of himself, goes to his desk arid, 
with a decisive sweep of the pen, 
writes my name, Rome, the date, and 
—adds to my pleasurable surprise. 
"Devotemente Mussolini." (Devotedly 
Mussolini.) 


I looked at him, appreciating his 


memory of people. For the last time 
I had talked with Mussolini was just 
before the inarch on Rome when the 
world did not realize that this black- 
smith's son held the destiny of Italy in 
his hands. 


"Only," he continues. '/You must not 


wait that long—come and see me be- 
fore then." 


The four-years-hcnce rendezvous is 


made by Mussolini when I speak of his 
miraculous escapes from repeated at- 
tempts on his life. 
-. 


CAESAR'S. BUST 


-. "Oh, I have forgotten, -all ..about 
them,", he replies, with a wave of his 
hand. "I will be here four years from 
today to receive you." 
. 
- 


Over his head the bust of Julius 


Caesar, whom he' emulates, forced an 
ineitable comparison. Mussolini's force- 
ful head sits upon a powerful neck. 
His face, despite the continued reports 
of his bad health, shows no traces of 
illness." It is dominating, imperioiis 
and imperial, and of great nervous ac- 
tivity. "It-changes, completely when he 
smiles and reveals, beneath sensuous 
lips, flashing white teeth. 


He,.asks me what; I think .of the 


changes 'in Rome and Italy ' under 
Fascism, and becomes the interviewer. 


Personally I am interested .in .the 


changes in Mussolini himself. The very 


elegant figure in correct afternoon 
clothes recalls thu rather ordinary 
brown suit and brown derby hat of an 
individual too busy four years ago to 
bother about "what the 
well-dressed 


man should wear." Today, this busy 
dictator finds clothes well worth both- 
ering over. Also, I find his manner 
changed. He is gallant, almost suiave 
at times. 


I do not think of these things when 


the door to the great office 
in the 


Chigi Palace admits me into "the pres- 
ence." 


A person at the far corner of the 


room rises from a chair.bchind a large 
desk. A hand and arm extend toward 
me in the Fascist salute. The out- 
stretched hand seems a magnet, a 
commanding gesture. Then Mussolini 
comes from behind the desk, advances 
toward me. takes my hand in a grip- 
ping handshake. 


GRACIOUS RECOGNITION 


He places a chair for me and we talk 


.—as we did when Fascism was an ex- 
periment, not a fact. Today, his .gra- 
cious reception is a recognition of my 
having understood Fascism at a time 
when correspondents were reiuc-ant to 
see the real power in this ex-Socialist 
son of. a blacksmith. 


It .is • the custom 
in interviewing 


Mussolini to send in a questionaire. 
Typewritten responses are granted. 
This obviates misrepresentation and 
loss of time. Applications for audiences 
from Americans "alone,- - if granted, 
»vould leave Mussolini no time to carry 
out the Fascist program. 


A'question, perhaps lacking in tact, 


impels me:. 


"After Mussolini—what?' ' 
His-reply is concise. 
"After me, Fascimo will continue un- 


disturbed and 
undisturbable. Who- 


ever succeeds me in my work of gov- 
ernment, if he would remain in unison 
with the spirit ot" the country, must b^- 
loyal to fascist principles. Then his 
work will be comparatively easy." 


It is also a bit personal to ask his 


opinion of himself but Mussolini's re- 
ply is characteristic: 
"It is difficult and controversial for 
those who .come after, to "measure and 
define a political figure: time and ideas 
continually change the point of view. 
It is still more difficult -for contem- 
poraries to place a leader of people in 
time and. .space. It is . vain and im- 
possible to define oneself.
